‘Explosive to the faith’ 

Locals grapple with the news a N.S. bishop arraigned on child porn charges

Parishioners at a Nova 
Scotia archdiocese where 
children allegedly 
endured decades of sexual 
abuse at the hands of Ro¬ 
man Catholic priests were 
urged to keep their faith 
intact Thursday as the 
man who helped to salve 
old wounds surrendered 
to police on child pornog¬ 
raphy charges. 

Archbishop Anthony 
Mancini of Halifax ap¬ 
pealed to past victims of 
abuse and parishioners in 
the diocese of Antigonish 
after Bishop Raymond La¬ 
hey turned himself in at 
Ottawa police headquar¬ 
ters. 

“We are going through a 
veiy painful, contempo¬ 
rary experience of the mys¬ 
tery of faith,” Mancini told 
a news conference in Syd¬ 
ney. “I call on you to be 
hopeful because we do be¬ 
lieve in new life and in 
new possibilities.” 

Parishioner John 

MacEachern said he felt 
like he’d been punched in 
the stomach when he 
learned his bishop had 
been charged with possess¬ 
ing and importing child 
pornography in Ontario. 

“If it proves to be true, it 
is just tragic,” said 
MacEachern, a high school 
vice-principal in Glace Bay. 

MacEachern said Lahey 
was held in wide esteem in 
the diocese for his work as 
theologian and a liturgist, 
and for brokering a $ 15- 
million settlement for 
parishioners who claimed 
to have been sexually 
abused by priests in the 
area dating back to 1950. 

He called the 69-year-old 
priest “the face of the set¬ 
tlement” and the person 
who was going to help the 
local church move on from 
the abuse.

contradiction is explosive 
to the faith of some peo¬ 
ple,” he said. “It’s a contra¬ 
diction, and that’s what 
challenges faith all the 
time.”

Dressed in street clothes 
and ignoring questions, La¬ 
hey was accompanied by 
lawyer Michael Edelson, a 
high profile criminal 
lawyer who represented 
Ottawa Mayor Larry 
O’Brien when he was ac¬ 
quitted this spring of influ¬ 
ence-peddling charges.

Forced to face 
the forgotten past 

VICTIM Ronald Martin, who 
launched the lawsuit 
claiming the Roman 
Catholic diocese of Antigo¬ 
nish failed to protect chil¬ 
dren after decades of sexu¬ 
al abuse from priests, said 
the charges to Raymond 
Lahey have shaken both 
his personal faith and his 
trust in the church. 

“I’m struggling today,” 
Martin said after meeting 
with Archbishop Anthony 
Mancini Thursday. 

Martin’s own brother 
wrote a suicide note in 
2002 that led to charges of 
sex crimes being laid 
against a priest. 

“I’ve been committed to 
this faith my whole life 
and through this whole 
thing,” Martin said. “I’m 
not sure any more what I 
can do with the Catholic 
church.” 

The charges against La¬ 
hey were filed last Friday 
— 10 days after officials 
found images of “concern” 
on his laptop computer at 
the Ottawa airport as he 
was returning from a for¬ 
eign countiy. He resigned 
from his post with the dio¬ 
cese of Antigonish on the 
weekend before news of 
the charges became pub¬ 
lic. In August, the bishop 
announced details of the 
settlement involving sexu¬ 
al abuse in the diocese, 
which includes Cape Bre¬ 
ton. Lahey was not impli¬ 
cated in the case and had 
been in the diocese for on¬ 
ly the last six years. 

Ottawa police Const. 
Alain Boucher said Lahey 
wasn’t the target of a po¬ 
lice investigation at the 
airport. 

“It appears to have been 
a random check,” he said.

There are no charges 
pending in spring’s 
Spryfield<area wildfire 
that investigators said 
Thursday was caused by 
an unextinguished camp¬ 
fire. 

The Department of Natu¬ 
ral Resources announced in 
a morning release they 
completed their investiga¬ 
tion into the fire that de¬ 
stroyed eight homes and 
whipped flames and thick 
clouds of smoke across an 
area between 800 and 1,200 
hectares. Most of the homes 
suffering damage were on 
Aarons Way and Fortress 
Drive, both off of Purcell’s 
Cove Road. 

Investigators have deter¬ 
mined the fire’s cause was 
an unextinguished camp¬ 
fire pit on the west bank on 
Macintosh Road, which is 
north of Roaches Pond. 
That campfire was from 
April 29, but investigators 
say the fire flared up the 
next day and, with the help 
of strong winds, pushed the 
blaze towards Purcell’s 
Cove Road. 

Firefighters worked on 
the unextinguished camp¬ 


fire into the morning of 
April 30, and Halifax Re¬ 
gional Fire spokesman 
Capt. Dave Meldrum told 
CBC they were planning to 
come back in the mid-after¬ 
noon to check on hot spots, 
but the fire flared up again. 

Hundreds of people were 
evacuated during the wild¬ 
fire, which was brought un¬ 
der control late on May 1. 


“It was someone with a 
campfire and they didn’t 
extinguish it,” said Walter 
Fanning, director of forest 
protection services with the 
Department of Natural Re¬ 
sources. “It took off on the 
29th and then it kept going 
on the 30th once the weath¬ 
er conditions got severe.” 

While they located the 
source of the fire, investiga-

tors can’t identify the per¬ 
son responsible for not 
properly extinguishing it 
because of a lack of evi¬ 
dence. But even if acciden¬ 
tal in nature, “it’s veiy seri¬ 
ous and charges can be laid 
against (the person) for 
that,” Fanning added. 

The investigation also un¬ 
covered two deliberately set 
fires the night of April 30 
near J.L. Ilsley High School, 
but Fanning said the sus¬ 
pected arsons didn’t con¬ 
tribute to the main blaze.

Caregiver program on target to help 750 people: Health minister 


FUNDING Nova Scotia Health 
Minister Maureen MacDon¬ 
ald says the province is on 
target to service up to 750 
people over the next year 
through its Caregiver Al¬ 
lowance Program. 

The opposition has been 
critical in the legislature of 


the program, which they 
say appears to be rejecting 
too many people in need of 
receiving care in their 
homes. 

The NDP government 
rolled out a Conservative 
program in August that 
gives family caregivers a 


$400 monthly allowance 
while it works on its own 
version. 

MacDonald says 140 ap¬ 
plications have been ap¬ 
proved so far for the al¬ 
lowance, while another 286 
are still waiting to be as¬ 
sessed. 


She says another 276 
have been rejected under a 
set of five standardized cri¬ 
teria people must meet to 
qualify. 

MacDonald says the pro¬ 
gram is budgeted to help up 
to 750 people.

Proposal 
in works for 
convention 
centre 

DEVELOPMENT Government 
kicked off the next step in 
building a new World Trade 
and Convention Centre for 
Halifax — finding out how 
much it’s going to cost. 

The province and the 
Halifax Regional Municipal¬ 
ity have asked developer 
Rank Group for a detailed 
proposal for a complex to 
replace the outgrown 
WTCC. 

That proposal is due in 
February and will include a 
price. The government is al¬ 
so funding a “shadow bid” 
by another 
consultant 
to compare 
with Rank’s 
proposal. 

After look¬ 
ing at both, 
there will be 
a final deci¬ 
sion on 
whether to 
go ahead with the centre. 

“We’re looking at Febru¬ 
ary for the decision, March 
for the project,” said Trans¬ 
portation and 
Infrastructure Renewal 
Minister Bill Estabrooks. 

The estimated cost by the 
previous Tory government 
was $300 million. It’s not 
known whether the federal 
government will help foot 
the bill. 

Estabrooks said the 
province plans to be a 
“prominent partner,” but it 
could still pull the plug on 
the project if they don’t 
like Rank’s proposal. He 
added there is a limit on 
how much the province is 
willing to spend but didn’t 
say what that was.

Hundreds of people gath¬ 
ered in Halifax Thursday 
to mark Treaty Day and 
kick off Mi'kmaq History 
Month in Nova Scotia. 

“Today’s celebration is the 
symbol of our unique and 
special relationship with the 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments. We are treaty 
partners; this is a partner¬ 
ship between two nations,” 
Chief Terrance Paul of the 
Assembly of Nova Scotia 
Mi’kmaq Chiefs said to the 
crowd at an afternoon event 
at the World Trade and Con¬ 
vention Centre. “Treaty Day 
is about celebrating, but it is 
also about reflecting and re¬ 
membering the sacrifices 
and triumphs of om people.” 

Treaty Day marks the 
Treaty of 1752, signed be¬ 
tween the Mi’kmaq nation 
and the British colonial 
power. 

Paul also paid tribute to 
Donald Marshall Jr., who 
died this summer. Twenty 
years ago, the Marshall Re¬ 
port shone light on the sys¬ 


temic racism in Nova Scotia 
that led Marshall to spend 
more than a decade in jail 
for a murder he didn’t com¬ 
mit. Ten years ago, he won a 
landmark Supreme Court 
affirmation of Mi’kmaq 
treaty rights. 

“Junior firmly believed in 
our rights,” Paul said. “... 
However, the Mi’kmaq are 
still seeking the recognition 


and implementation of om 
treaty rights to the fisheiy. 

“After about 250 years, 
we can wait no longer.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter, 
who is also the minister for 
aboriginal affairs, focused 
his speech Thursday on the 
future economic powerbase 
aboriginal youth will pro¬ 
vide for the province. 

“Fifty per cent of today’s 


Mi’kmaq in Nova Scotia are 
under 25 years of age — and 
that number is growing,” 
Dexter said. “The new gen¬ 
eration can be part of 
stronger communities and 
a stronger provincial econo¬ 
my. We need to work to¬ 
gether to ensure young abo¬ 
riginal people have the 
knowledge and skills to par¬ 
ticipate in the workforce.” 


Program 
supports new 
breastfeeding 
moms

annoimced Thursday a new 
campaign designed to help 
and support new moms 
through the first six weeks 
of breastfeeding, considered 
the toughest stretch for 
those choosing the method 
to feed their babies. 

The campaign titled 
Breastfeeding: Learning 
Makes It Natural was 
launched at an afternoon 
news conference in 
Spiyfield Thursday, which 
was also the first day of 
World Breastfeeding Week. 

A government release 
says research shows moth¬ 
ers often don’t feel 
prepared about breastfeed¬ 
ing, and are in need of 
more support and help. 

The new program is “to 
show the successes and 
challenges associated with 
breastfeeding in an honest 
and realistic way,” the 
release said. The program 
includes television, print 
and online advertisements, 
and a new website at 
first6weeks.ca.

Province could face labour shortage within seven years, report says

Raising the retirement 
age and universal daycare 
could be among the dras¬ 
tic steps governments will 
have to take to deal with 
an aging workforce, says 
a Dalhousie University 
professor. 

Nova Scotia could also 
face a workforce shortage 
crisis in less than seven 
years, according to a popu¬ 
lation report by Dal’s Jim 
McNiven, who spoke 
Thursday to the Halifax 
Chamber of Commerce, 
which released the 15-page 
report. 

“You’re going to find that 
from all the businesses. 
They’re going to start find¬ 
ing that they can’t find the 
people that they need. And 
that can be an^hing from 
the janitor up to the CEO,” 
McNiven said. 

He stated it’s the result of 
decades of birth rates meet¬ 
ing only two of eveiy three 
needed replacements. Mc¬ 


Niven said women he 
polled were worried it 
would sacrifice their ca¬ 
reers to take multiple years 
off to raise children. 

To reverse the tide he 
said universal daycare start¬ 
ing at the age of two might 
be necessaiy. 


“If you don’t do some¬ 
thing like that you’ve got to 
assume our birth rates will 
remain low or go even low¬ 
er,” he said. “Which do you 
want? It’s a choice.” 

As for avoiding a massive 
economic stall, McNiven 
said there are three options 


— increasing immigration, 
people stajdng in the work¬ 
force longer and increasing 
productivity. 

He said none of those 
strategies on their own can 
fill the gap. As an example 
he said having eveiyone 
work into their 70s would

not fix the problem. 

“We’ve only got three di¬ 
rections we can go,” he 
said. “The only sensible 
thing is a mix.” 

In particular he stressed 
the need to move quickly.

He said the low unemploy¬ 
ment rate and businesses 
still hiring are out of whack 
with normal recession cy¬ 
cles.

The arrest of a Catholic 
bishop on child-pornogra¬ 
phy charges highlights the 
power of border agents to 
see not Just your passport, 
but the contents of your 
laptop computer. 

Between them, the Cana¬ 
da Border Services Agency 
and the RCMP enforce 
dozens of statutes — the 
border agency at various 
ports and crossings, the 
Mounties between ports of 
entry. 

The Customs Act gives 
Canada’s border officers 
authority to examine peo¬ 
ple’s personal baggage and 
goods upon arrival to, and 
departure from, Canada, 
including scrutiny of elec¬ 
tronic devices. 

“Officers are trained to 
search electronic media for 
child pornography, ob¬ 
scene material and hate 
propaganda,” said Patrizia 
Giolti of the border servic¬ 
es agency. 

“They receive training to 
familiarize themselves 
with computers and other 
devices and how to quickly

Wife writes to ask for forgiveness 


Taking the stand for the 
first time since she was 
snatched from her 
girlhood bedroom seven 
years ago, Elizabeth Smart 
testified Thursday that her 
captor raped her three or 
four times a day, kept her 
tied up with a cable 
around her leg, and 
threatened to kill her if 
she tried to escape. 

Asked by a prosecutor to 
describe Brian David 
Mitchell, the self-described 
prophet accused of holding 
her captive for nine 
months, Smart replied: 
“Evil, wicked, manipulative, 
stinky, slimy, greedy, self¬ 
ish, not spiritual, not reli¬ 
gious, not close to God.” 

Smart, now a 21-year-old 
college student, gave her 


horrifying account in feder¬ 
al court as part of a proceed¬ 
ing over whether Mitchell is 
mentally competent to 
stand trial. 

The 55-year-old one-time 
street preacher has been be¬ 
hind bars since 2003 — 
mostly in a state mental 
hospital — but has yet to 
stand trial. Twice he has 
been ruled mentally incom¬ 
petent in state court.

It’s time for all of us to 
appeal to the timeless con¬ 
science within us amid the 
evolutionary changes of 
our modem virtual world.

Questions may answer future of health care 



This week’s revelation that 
our on-its-way-out-tum-on- 
the-taps Tory government 
renewed a controversial 
contract with Scotia Sur- 
geiy in early June —just six 
days before voters shoved it 
onto the political trash 
heap — was ... well, inter¬ 
esting. But not surprising. 

Perhaps more telling was 
Health Minister Maureen 
MacDonald’s response. 

“They’re entitled to sign 
contracts right up to the 
day they’re no longer the 
government,” she blandly 
told reporters this week. 


adding with Zen-like de¬ 
tachment: “Things that 
have already happened, I 
have to learn to accept and 
move on, and focus on what 
it is I need to do.” 

You could almost smell 
the rehef in her words. In 
March 2008, then-Conserva- 
tive health minister Chris 
d’Entremont announced a 
one-year, $ 1-million 

“demonstration” project to 
reduce then 18- to 24-month 
wait times for orthopedic 
surgeiy. Under the arrange¬ 
ment, privately owned Sco¬ 
tia Surgeiy was to perform 
more than 500 minor proce¬ 
dures at its Dartmouth clin¬ 
ic in order to free time and 
space in Capital Health op¬ 
erating rooms for more 
complex cases. 

Then-opposition leader 
Darrell Dexter har- 
mmphed: “This is being 
billed as innovative reform. 


but in fact there’s nothing 
new and nothing innova¬ 
tive about this whatsoever.” 

He called it “a milhon-dol- 
lar quick fix ... taking mon¬ 
ey out of the public system 
and putting it into a private 
facility,” and added: “This is 
really about the larger ques¬ 
tion of public policy, and is 
it the direction that we 
want health care in this 
province to go in?” 

Pre-premier Dexter was 
right. But the problem for 
now-Premier Dexter is — at 
least as a quick fix — this 
one appears to be working. 
For starters, Scotia Surgeiy, 
unlike many private clinics, 
operates in concert with the 
public system. No one gets 
to jump the queue simply 
because they can afford to 
pay. And the clinic’s pa¬ 
tients, concedes MacDon¬ 
ald, are satisfied with the 
service. Given those reali¬ 


ties, it would have been 
tricky for the new NDP gov¬ 
ernment to have simply 
cancelled the contract after 
it took office in June. 

The Tories took them off 
that hook. But Dexter’s larg¬ 
er question remains: Will 
this quick fix work for the 
long term? 

What are the pluses — 
and minuses — of using pri¬ 
vate clinics to deliver public 
services? And is this really 
the direction in which we 
want the public health-care 
system to go? 

Before Scotia Surgeiy’s 
oh-so-convenient contract 
extension comes up for re¬ 
newal seven months from 
now, our new government 
will need to answer those 
questions.

But Gretzky was sold to 
the Los Angeles Kings and 
became the rainmaker for 
an icy game in the dry sun 
belt of America. The ex¬ 
pectation was that he 
could single handedly cul¬ 
tivate a Canadian obses¬ 
sion in a place where few 
knew or cared where 
Canada was. 

This is where the Great 
One’s powers began to 
elude him. The Kings nev¬ 
er won the Stanley Cup 
and he moved on. Gretzky 
went to St. Louis and New 


Olympics but the 
players like Iginla, Sakic 
and Lemieux were the 
ones who really made it 
happen. 

And then he failed mis¬ 
erably as the coach of the 
Phoenix Coyotes. We un¬ 
fairly expected him to be 
great in that role too — a 
common mistake because 
rarely do great players 
make great teachers. It’s a 
vastly different skill set. 

So once again Wayne 
Gretzky is gone from cen¬ 
tre ice. His reasons are 
probably numerous and 
complex, but one has to 
believe he’s dog-tired of 
tiying to live up to our ex¬ 
pectations of him.

Zombieland does it 
smashingly, offering tons 
of outrageously bloody at¬ 
tacks juxtaposed with a 
central boy-meets-girl sto¬ 
ry that’s as urgent as any¬ 
thing John Hughes penned 
in his prime. 

In a world gone mad, 
eternally nerdy Columbus 
(Jason Eisenberg) has 
learned to survive based 
on a series of self-made 
rules, the likes of which 
are playfully illustrated 
(complete with heaving, 
on screen text) throughout 
the film’s running time. 

While battling his way 
across the living dead lit¬ 
tered landscape, he meets 
leather-clad tough guy Tal¬ 
lahassee (Woody Harrel¬ 


son, miming Clint East- 
wood and John Wayne out¬ 
law cliches to grand ef¬ 
fect), a sexy teenage drifter 
(Emma Stone) and her 
bratty 12-year-old sister 
(Abigail Breslin). 

As the motley crew 
drives their stolen Hum¬ 
mer east toward an aban¬ 


doned theme park that’s 
supposedly zombie free, 
people are double-crossed, 
many cannibal corpses are 
dispatched in disgusting 
ways and sweaty-palmed 
love blossoms. 

Lots of critics are lazily 
comparing this to Simon 
Pegg’s U.K. zom-com Shaun 


of the Dead, but outside of 
the zombie apocal 5 ^se an¬ 
gle, the two pics couldn’t be 
more different. 

Shaun was never scaiy 
and treated its zombies as 
slapstick fodder but in Zom¬ 
bieland, the walking (and 
running, and sprinting) 
dead are truly terrifying and 


never the source of cheap 
amusement. 

Tight, taught, relentless¬ 
ly violent and goiy but nev¬ 
er nihilistic or depressing, 
Zombieland is 82 minutes 
of concentrated, sick, cine¬ 
ma bravado, a flesh-eating, 
knee-slapping and nail-bit¬ 
ing good time.

His work in The Office and 
Extras has made him a 
comedy icon, but his alien- 
atingly realistic comedic 
voice has also made him a 
tough sell in Hollywood. 

However he’s too big a 
star for them to ignore, so 
Gervais has managed to 
sneak into Hollj^ood with 
a pair of high concept 
comedies: Last year’s sadly 
underrated Ghost Town 
and now The Invention Of 
Lying. 

Both are hysterical and 
give Ricky Gervais a

chance to show off his 
chops to a wider audience, 
even if they don’t quite 
represent the self-titled lit¬ 
tle fat man with the pug- 
nosed face at his best. 

The Invention Of Lying 
is ingeniously simple con¬ 
cept created by unknown 
screenwriter Matthew 
Robinson who enlisted 
Ricky Gervais as close col¬ 
laborator. 

The film takes place in a 
world in which humanity 
hasn’t developed the abili¬ 
ty to lie (e.g., commercials 
involve company employ¬ 


ees begging you to use 
their products). 

Then a sadsack Ricky 
Gervais comes along and 
invents l5dng. Suddenly 
he’s able to do anjhhing be¬ 
cause no one doubts his 
lies. It all leads to a satirical 
religious allegoiy when 
Gervais invents the con¬ 
cept of “the man in the 
sky” as a deathbed comfort 
and becomes an accidental 
messiah. 

The movie is silly fun 
with a brain, populated 
with a cast Holl5^ood 
stars anxious to work with 
Gervais (including Jennifer 
Garner, Tina Fey, Ghristo- 
pher Guest, Edward Nor¬ 
ton and more). 

The concept is smart, the 
laughs are unrelenting, 
and writers actually have 
something to say beyond 
the jokes. In short, the film 
is about as good as main¬ 
stream Holl5^ood comedy 
gets.

scattershot and heavily 
opinionated, but that 
seems unfair. All documen¬

His movies are cinematic 
essays exploring specific is¬ 
sues and the techniques 
he’s most heavily criti¬ 
cized for are always 
accepted in the print¬ 
ed word.

As a filmmaker Michael 
Moore is undeniably indul¬ 
gent and self-aggrandizing. 


but that’s just to be expect¬ 
ed at this point. 

The bottomline is that he 
was able to take a fairly diy 
economic analysis and 
transform it into a movie 
that is hilarious, com¬ 
pelling, entertaining, touch¬ 
ing and vital.

When Christopher 
Wolstenholme answers 
the phone, he’s noticeably 
excited. Muse’s bassist just 
found out that his group’s 
new album, The 
Resistance, topped the 
charts in 15 countries, in¬ 
cluding Canada. 

“This was totally unex¬ 
pected,” he says, still 
shocked by the news. 

Hitting number one in so 
many places is a challenge 
for any band, but for Muse, 
whose epic blend of grand 
guitars and over-the-top 
electronics isn’t the most 
mainstream stuff, it’s been 
even more difficult. 

Wolstenholme thinks 
that people finally under¬ 
stand the band. “A lot of 
people who listened to our 
past albums felt there was 
too much on them and 
they went in many differ¬ 
ent directions,” he reveals. 
“But people know what 
they’re getting now.” 

And what they’re getting 
is even more outlandish 
this time around. While 
the album is mostly filled 
with complex keys, soaring 
Bono-like vocals and chug¬ 
ging riffs, the last three 
tracks are, literally, a sym¬ 
phony. 

Titled Exogenesis, this 
three-part song collection 
sounds like a sci-fi S5nnpho- 
ny, complete with strings. 


piano and weird electro 
sounds. It’s surprisingly in¬ 
fectious — lead singer 
Matthew Bellamy sounds 
like a cross between Roger 
Waters and Thom Yorke — 
and while it’s definitely 
grand, it’s not as bloated as 
you might think. 

“Initially I was like, 
‘What is this,”’ says Wol¬ 
stenholme. “It wasn’t until 
the end that I understood 
what we were doing. It was 
up to us to trust that Matt 
had a vision for it. But it 
turned out great — it’s 
sometimes the stuff that’s 
more challenging that 
works the best.” 

Part of the bassist’s skep¬ 
ticism likely came from the 
fact that this wasn’t a song 
meant for a band. Wolsten¬ 
holme says that while 
they’ve used strings before, 
if you took the extra instru¬ 
ments away the tracks 
could always be played as a 
three-piece. 

“It wasn’t like that with 
the sjmiphony,” he ex¬ 
plains. “The band is almost 
secondaiy — you can take 
us away and the song 
would still work.” 

Besides being ambitious 
with their music, the 
band’s l 5 ^ics are some of 
the most intriguing of their 
career. Themes include po¬ 
litical change, constitution¬ 
al reform, and revolution. 
There’s also a love stoiy 
running through the disc. 

The tracks aren’t 
preachy, but Wolsten-

holme admits it’s impossi¬ 
ble not to be influenced by 
politics. 

“With 24 hour news 
channels, it’s hard to avoid 
political images,” he says. 
“But the way Matt played it 


this time was as an emo¬ 
tional response to political 
events rather than being 
political. On the last album 
the songs were more di¬ 
rect.” 

With their messages in 


tow, the band is about to 
embark on a lengthy tour 
that’ll take them around 
the world. But now that 
they’re topping charts all 
over the place it seems 


they’ll have to add a few 
more places to their itiner- 
aiy. 

“I’m excited to go to Aus¬ 
tralia,” he says. “The weath¬ 
er is great.”

Jackson was in 
good health: 
autopsy report 

Michael Jackson’s arms 
were covered with 
punctures, his face and 
neck were scarred and he 
had tattooed eyebrows 
and lips, but he wasn’t the 
sickly skeleton of a man 
portrayed by tabloids, ac¬ 
cording to his autopsy re¬ 
port obtained by The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

In fact, the Los Angeles 
County coroner’s report 
shows Jackson was a fairly 
healthy 50-year-old before 
he died of an overdose. His 
136-pound weight was in 
the acceptable range for a 
5-foot-9 man. His heart was 
strong with no sign of 
plaque buildup. And his 
kidneys and most other 
major organs were normal. 

Still, Jackson had health 
issues: arthritis in the low¬ 
er spine and some fingers, 
and mild plaque buildup in 
his leg arteries. Most seri¬ 
ously, he had chronic in¬ 
flammation of his lungs 
and they had reduced ca¬ 
pacity, which might have 
left him short of breath. 

However, according to 
the document, the lung 
condition was not serious 
enough to be a direct or 
contributing cause of 
death. 

“His overall health was 
fine,” said Dr. Zeev Kain, 
chairman of the anesthesi¬ 
ology department at the 
University of California, 
Irvine, who reviewed a 
copy of the autopsy report 
for the AP. “The results are 
within normal limits.” 

Kain was not involved in 
the autopsy. The full autop¬ 
sy report has not been re¬ 
leased publicly. 

Jackson died at his rent¬ 
ed Los Angeles mansion 
June 25 after his personal 
physician. Dr. Conrad Mur¬ 
ray, administered the anes¬ 
thetic propofol and two 
other sedatives to get the 
insomniac to sleep, court 
documents state. 

Propofol, normally a sur¬ 
gical anesthetic used in op¬ 
erating rooms, acts as a 
respiratory depressant and 
requires constant monitor¬ 
ing.

All persons who were sexually assaulted by any priest of the Catholic 
Episcopal Corporation ofAntigonish between January 1, 1950, and the date 
of certification, September 10, 2009, including the Estates of all such persons 
now deceased. 

WHAT ARE THE TERMS OF THE SETTLEMENT? 

The settlement creates a fund of up to $12 million (“Settlement Fund”) to pay 
compensation to eligible Class Members, a fund of $1 million (“Expense 
Fund”) to pay the expenses of the settlement, and a fund to pay certain 
claimant’s costs (“Costs Fund”). In order to be considered for compensation. 
Class Members must file a completed Claim Form with Diocese Counsel on 
or before March 10, 2010. Class members may be required to be evaluated 
by a neutral medical expert. If both parties agree, a claim may be settled 
without a hearing. Otherwise, the claim will be adjudicated by a retired judge 
of the Supreme Court of Nova Scotia at a private and confidential hearing.

Prosecutor says he 
lied in Polanski doc 


COURTS A former prosecutor 
says he made up a story he 
told a film crew about advis¬ 
ing a judge handling Ro¬ 
man Polanski’s sex case to 
send the director to prison. 

In Roman Polanski: Want¬ 
ed and Desired, David F. 
Wells is depicted as confer¬ 
ring with a trial judge more 
than 30 years ago about 
Polanski’s case. Wells said 
in the documentary that 
the judge took his advice in 
deciding to renege on a plea 
bargain and give Polanski 
additional prison time. 

“I made that up to make 
the stuff look better,” Wells 
said. 

He also said he overstated 
his actions after being told 
the film would air in 
France, not the United 
States. The film aired on 
HBO. 

Wells’ statement on the 
documentary later became 
part of the basis for a move 
by Polanski’s attorneys to 
dismiss the case against the 
fugitive director, who was 
arrested in Switzerland on 
Saturday. 

In France, several govern¬ 
ment officials who had ini¬ 
tially rushed to Polanski’s 
defence were being more 
cautious on Thursday, 
stressing that the filmmak¬ 
er is not above the law. 

Wells, who retired more 
than two years ago, did not 
handle Polanski’s case but 
was assigned to the court¬ 
room where it was heard 
and had frequent interac¬ 
tions with the now-de¬ 
ceased trial judge Laurence 
J. Rittenband.

when I was still a DA, and I 
embellished a stoiy,” Wells 
said about the film crew in 
an interview with The Asso¬ 
ciated Press Wednesday. 
“I’m a guy who cuts to the 
chase — I hed. It embarrass¬ 
es the hell of me.” 

Wells said he was sorry 
about making the com¬ 
ments for the doaunentaiy. 
“I cost the DA’s office a lot 
of money and aggravation 
over this,” Wells said. 

Polanski was accused of 
pl 5 dng a 13-year-old girl 
with champagne and part 
of a Quaalude during a 
modelling shoot in 1977 
and raping her. He was ini¬ 
tially indicted on six felony 
counts, including rape by 
use of drugs, child molest¬ 
ing and sodomy. 

He pleaded guilty to the 
lesser charge of unlawful 
sexual intercourse; in ex¬ 
change, the remaining 
charges were dropped, and 
the judge agreed to send 
Polanski to prison for a 90- 
day psychiatric evaluation. 

But Polanski was released 
after 42 days and fled the 
countiy for France before 
sentencing.

More LGBT roles 
on prime-time TV 

OUT ON AIR The Gay & Les¬ 
bian Alliance Against 
Defamation says the num¬ 
ber of lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgendered charac¬ 
ters on prime-time network 
TV is up slightly this season, 
to 18 out of a total 600 
roles. According to the 
group, the increase this 
year fell short of the jump 
from 2007 to 2008, which 
represented more than a 
doubling of LGBT 
characters. 

The 14th annual “Where 
We Are on TV” report, re¬ 
leased Wednesday, found 
three per cent of actors ap¬ 
pearing regularly on net¬ 
work drama and comedy 
series in 2009-10 will por¬ 
tray LGBT characters. 
That’s up from 2.6 per 
cent in the 2008-09 season. 

Only four of the 18 char¬ 
acters counted this season 
are non-white, and there is 
only one lesbian role, on 
ABC’s Grey’s Anatomy.

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Little-known Da Vinci works displayed 


Leonardo da Vinci once 
spent nearly two decades 
creating an eight-metre 
sculpture of a horse to ho¬ 
nour a royal Italian family, 
only to have the plaster 
masterpiece destroyed by 
French soldiers. 

The Italian artist best 
known for his paintings 
and inventions rather than 
sculpting abilities created 
more than a dozen sculp¬ 
tures in his lifetime, many 
of which have disappeared. 

A rare U.S. exhibit of the 
remaining few and dozens 
of sketches by da Vinci and 
his contemporaries will 
open Tuesday at Atlanta’s 
High Museum of Art, fea¬ 
turing art never seen out¬ 
side of Europe. 

The exhibit will remain 


in Atlanta until February, 
when a modified version 
will travel to the J. Paul 
Getty Museum in Los Ange¬ 
les. It includes pieces from 
the Vatican’s art collection, 
the Louvre in Paris and the 
royal collection at Windsor 
Castle in England. 

“One of the marketing 
lines that fell on the cut¬ 
ting room floor was. Ap¬ 
proved by the queen and 
blessed by the Pope,”’ said 
the museum’s deputy di¬ 
rector, Philip Verre. 

The centrepiece is a 
nearly nine-metre recre¬ 
ation of da Vinci’s de¬ 
stroyed horse statue, 
which towers over the 
plaza outside the High. In¬ 
side the museum are the 
meticulous drawings and 


anatomical notes he made 
of the Sforza family’s hors¬ 
es in hopes of perfectly 
capturing the animals’ mo¬ 
tion. 

The exhibit also includes 
three pieces believed to 
have been sculpted in part 
by da Vinci, though his 
name was never put on 
any of them, said exhibit 
curator Gaiy Radke, a Syra¬ 
cuse University humanities 
professor. Those are a sil¬ 
ver sculptured panel de¬ 
picting the beheading of 
John the Baptist, a small 
bronze horse and a terra¬ 
cotta angel relief. “These 
are just drop-dead gor¬ 
geous,” Radke said during 
a tour of the exhibit yester¬ 
day.

Winfrey and Perry talk 
about Push and Precious 


MOVIES Oprah Winfrey was 
so taken by Sapphire’s novel 
Push that she read it more 
than once. 

Yet even though the talk- 
show host has made best¬
